Rubber washer and level indicator of toxic Liquid ammonia 
receiver tank in the cold storage of M/s Sabtamval Ice and 
Cold Storage Pvt, Ltd. in Kanpur suddenly exploded at 
21.56 hours on 24th April, 1995 resulting uncontrolled te- 
leasc of dangerous ammonia gas in the form of a cloud 
which enmusked about 1/2 Km radious from the sit© of 
accident. Residents of affected zone had irritation, chocking 
and suffocating effect and there was utter confused and 
panic. 


On getting a distress call, CF.O. P. K. Rao and S.F.O.
